the purchase of a light ambulance for 
the transportation of contagious cases 
and 5100 for maintenance. 


The committee on highways recom- 


mended considerable new work, the 
most extensive being a. wooden block 
pavement for Marlboro street at a cost 
of $5000. 
The usual allowance of 53000 


for new granolithic sidewalks in each 
ward, totalling $15,000 was made and 
the places defined.

One of the most esoltlnj! periods In 


the UnlkHl Stales of a commercial 
character was the wild rn<li of (iconic 
from tho eastern part of the country 
to California In IS!S and 1SW, follow- 
ing Hie annonm-i'iiii'iit of ttic extensive 
discovery »f Hold. It looked as If tlio 
faces of nil e:isf.'ru iconic were turned 
we.-t through the exaggerated stories 
Hint were i>.ibllshcd of the vast quan- 
tllU'S of the yellow metal Hint were 
everywhere In evidence. 


Tlie helgnf of Hie excitement was 


readied \vlieu on Dec. 5, IS 18, Presi- 
dent Taylor announced tlie discovery 
In his message. The abundance of gold 
wag such, lie said, as could hardly to 
believed were ll not for Ilie reports of 
ollicers on the public service who had 
seen the mines. 


The first question that entered the 


mind of the eastern prospector was 
how to reach the diggings. Till spring 
came the overland route was closed, 
lint the way by Hea was open and to 
dwellers on Ilie seaboard was far tho 
better.

Henry Collins. 


Henry Collins was one of the original 


members of the Artillery Company; he 
was the eon of Arnold and Ann Collins, 
':md was horn in Newport, March 25th, 
1C9D. He became a member of the 
Seventh Day ISaptist church of which 
the Hev. Mr. tiibson was pastor, and in 
1729 was one of a committee to erect a 
house of; worship for that society. He 
lived on Easton's Point next to the es- 
tate of Lieut. Gov. Nichols (the Hun- 
ter estate), where he had a house and 
wharf. He was among the wealthy 
and distinguished merchants of New- 
port. Mr. Collins was educated in Eng- 
land. Ho was a gentleman of taste 
and refined culture, fond of literature 
and a friend of education. 
In 1730, he 


was one of the seven associates who 
formed a literary and philosophic so- 
ciety in Newport, which was the first 
literary society in the colony.—Dean 
Berkeley was one of its members. 
I 


He was one of the projectors and I 


founders of the Kedwood Library, and 
gave to that society the lot of land 
upon which the Library building was 
erected. 
He was a liberal patron of 


the arts, and by his aid encouraged , 
Smybert, Alexander, Feke, and others 
of the early artists, in the pursuit of 
their professions. 
He was largely en- : 


gagea in cdmmerce, and was ruined by 
the operation of the English trade laws : 
upon the commerce of the colonies and 
of the Admiralty Rule of 175G.

He died in poverty, and 
there exists no stone to mark the place 
of his interment. 
Mr. Collins was 


never married. 
The Long Wharf and 


the Brick market are also of the im- 
provements to which the people of 
Newport are largely indebted to Mr. 
Collins.
